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Trade, unions were originally eetabliah- 
ed as organisations to improve the pay 
and working conditions of workers and also 
to protect them from exploitation by im- 
scrupulous bosses. Anyone who has studied 
la^ur history,to any extent,will be aware 
of the tremendous spirit of the early 
Trade Union nKSvement, However many Anarch¬ 
ists are very critical of the Unions,as 
they are today. 

Perhaps the TU movement’s greatest mis¬ 
take was in losing it’s independence. Prom 
the start unions allied themselves to au¬ 
thoritarian socialist parties like the 
Labour Party. This led them to organise in 
hierarchical and bureaucratic ways. Also 
because all parliamentary parties wish to 
maintain the political status quo,unions 
g'fcatually became part of tne capitalist 

system. 
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Man and Woman

Under Capitalism the purpose of the Wor¬ 
king Class is to make profit for the Rul¬ 
ing Classes, The Workers have always rec¬ 
eived a pittance in proportion to the . 
wealth they produce,yet the Ibilmg Classes 
get richer and richer. It doesn’t take 
long to realise that this is a totally un¬ 
just system. As the Industrial Workers of 
the World point outi”The working class and 
the employing class have nothing in com¬ 
mon”, Capitalists are the enemy of the 
Working Class. 


This may seem obvious,yet what do unions 
do to defend their members from the in¬ 
creasing capitalist onslaught? Some will 
support tfe® strike action of some of their 
members while secretly selling them out. 
Some completely turn their,backs on trad¬ 
itional trade union methods and collabor¬ 
ate with the bosses,becoming totally sub- 
servient,i.e. the ESfPU scabs. Others,such 
as SOGAT, remain hopelessly naive. Brenda 
Dean keeps calling for moderation and ad¬ 
herence to the Law. Yet this is the same 
Law that threatens ’her’ union through 
sequestration! 

Criticism is only good if the critic can 
provide an alternative* I believe we Anar¬ 
chists can do this. One of our answers is 
through Anarcho-syndicalism, Syndicalism 
is the organisation of industry by the 
workers themselves instead of bosses or 
union leaders. Such workers’ aelf-^manage- 
ment is based on industries rather than . 
trades or guilds. This has always meant 
greater solidarity, Syndicalists want the . 
same aims as other unionists but they ach- 
iev# them through direct action (i.e.str¬ 
ikes,slow downs,occupations,sabotage etc.) 
and not cow-towing to the employers or 
through political parties. 

I • . • 

Some Syndicalists saw that traditional 
aims were not enough and thought that wer^- 
kers should also overthrow Capitalism, 

This idea developed, into Revolutionary 
Syndicalism and was so popular that the 
. International Workers Association (IWA) 
was established in 1922. Anarchists^lways 
active in the labour movement,had great 
influence araongst such organisations but 
felt that Revolutionary Syndicalism didn’t 
go far enough. They believed that overth¬ 
rowing the State,as well as Capitalism,was 
essential. .Kany turned to this Anarcho- 
Syndicalism, the EK)et famous being: the Spa¬ 
nish CKT (National Confederation of Work¬ 
ers), 

ihough history.* Using direct action. 
Anarcho-syndicalists work' to improve their 
lot,like other xmionists but they also ho¬ 
ne to use these tactics to overthrow Capi¬ 
talism and the State and,to . build, an Anar¬ 
chist society. They oppose bureaucracy:be¬ 
lieving in recallable,delegated officers 
and rank, and file (i.e. Oiembers) control 
of the organisation, ,, 
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•Trade Unions and ^archisro* 
Continued,.,.,,, 

Obviously no British union has a hint 
of Anarcho-syndicalism in it,at present. 
This doesn’t stop us showing solidarity 
though. Anarchists have been active in 
many militant linion strviggles. The only 
union that has shown any revolutionary 
fervour is the National tJhion of Kine- 
workei*s. Obviously we’d, like this to ch» 
ange. In fact ther are several groups 
interested in spreading Anarchist ide^ 
in the Working Class, One,the TWA*8 sect¬ 
ion in Britain,is the Anarcho-syndicalist 
Direct Action Movement (DAM-IWA),which 
has branches In many areas. The DAM has 
been criticised by some Anarchists for 
being too involved in industrial/union 
strugglesji.e. to® ’workerist*. This iBay 
have been true in the past but due to a 
large proportion of it’s membership being 
unemployed and women,a new ’modem’ Anar¬ 
cho-syndicalism has emerged, A great deal 
of emphasis is now placed on claimants* 
union and community organisation as well 
as the workplace. The DAM also produces an 
excellent monthly paper,‘Direct Action’,

; Europe and the v?orld in general,especially 
since the siting of ameriKan cruise miss- 
-iles in this country, the>*;e has been a 
' growing tide of anti-ameri car. feeling, “hie 
j peace cKJveraent has. taken a lot of this 
; anti-americanism to heart and its very 
/ coramon to hear the ’’yanks out" type of 
slogan shouted at anti-nuclear demos these 
.. days.Since that mad dog Keagan attacked 
the Libyan people under the guise of 
’punishing’ the scumbag Kaddafy there has 
been a wave of hatred against ail things 
American.What8 wrong with that you nsay 
ask? well think on this- 
In Germany since 1969 the Red Army 
Fraction and the Revolutionary Cells have 
been fighting a terrorist/gueriila war 
against the State,SATO and American Imper- 
' “ialisra.These groups have been making 
armed attacks on american industries,ame- 
-rican army installations and cominunicat- 
-ions networks.They have been taking 
great care in recent years to only attack 
HQ’s and officers quarters and to avoid 
injxiring private soldiers and civilians. 
They realise that their enemy is not the 
working class of america, but the bosses 
and structures of imperialism.In the last 



few years neo-fascist terrorists have been 
making bomb attacks on american troops and 
tbeir families and meeting places and 
claiming responsibility in the name of the 
RAF and Revolutionary Cells (the recent 
Berlin nightclub bombing w'as blamed on an 
RAF cell at first).In this way the anti- 
-imperialism is being confused with the 
nazi’s anti-americanism, blurring the very 
important distinction between the two.As 
the Revolutionary Cells say in a communiq- 
-ue from 1985: "There is an enormous 
difference between considering McDonalds 
as an american food cartel which imposed, 
intensive work organisational norms as 
well as salary degradations and put in 
place around the world an agro-food 
business, and to consider it an express- 
-ion of ’yankee* culture”.To espouse anti- 
-americanism is to ignore the often 
repeated truism that the working class has 
no country,It is racism just the same as 
any other kind of racism."yanks out’’ assu 
assumes that all our problems are the * 
americans fault,(an ail too easy aesumpt- 
-ion, just like the HP’s stupid idea that 
its the ’immigrants’ fault that the 
country is in the state its 'in) and when 
the amerika^ have taken their bases and 
missiles away from this green and 
pleasajit (sic(k)) land that they have 
been spoiling,we will ail be saved,This 

simply isnt true, the effects of american 
imperialism have become inseperable from 

the system as a whole, the bases are a 
symptom of war not the cause.Ve've got to 
make a distinction between anti-imperial- 
-ism and simple racism before the 
f/’nationalists and patriots get a grip on 
J the peace movements in this covmtry like 
they have in Germany (via the erploitat- ’

The government say it is for controlling 
football hooligans, yet the Khite Paper 
recommending the Bill specifically mentions

JEiddie Shah's Vaddington printing plant,anti- 
-nuclear and animal rights demonstrations. 
Ihese are all things which the government 
uses as evidence for the need of the new 
powers,which just about sums up the govt's 
attitude towards protest.One thing is clear 
about the State from this Bill,and that is 
that all protest, violent non-violent,

charge car. be dropped on you for hanging 
about on street comers,or walking around 
after dark,This ’crime’ is punishable by 
a f^OO fine or 5 months in prison and is 
an arrestable offence. 

4) Expansion of previoue riot povers ,Some- 
-one can be charged with ’rioting* under 
this Bill if they used (or threatened) 
violence in circumstances involving 12 

other people, you can get life for this. 
You can be charged with ’Violent Disorder’ 
if you threatened violence in a group of 
5 people or more, and you could get 5 
years for tViis.You can be charged with 
’Affray* if its in a ^oup of £ or more an 
and this is a 3 year prison sentence. 


As you can see, this new Bill is a very 
very big threat to our freedom, and in 
co-operation with the Police and Criminal 
Evidence Act it represents all the 
trappings of a fully fledged Police State, 
with the police deciding which protest is 
allowed and v/here.There is a. charge for 
every situation the pigs could possibly 
want to hassle you or fit you up for.V.’e 
must start to fight the Public Order Bill 
before it becomes lav, for what that is 
worth. 

The campaign Against Police Repression 
has organised several marches against the 
Bill, and there is also a plan to have a 
big march in London (Clock Tower Place 
London N7,- nr ''aiedonian Road Tube) at 
12*00 noon on the first Saturday after the 
Bill is passed in V/es trains ter. Ve’il keep 
you notified of any other demos/actions 
against the Bill.

Since November 1962, wimrain in Armagh Prison 
have been subjected to humiliating and degr¬ 
ading strip-aeaxches every time they enter 

and le%ve thw prison. 

Thsrs basnt bMn W stxlj^sesrching in 
Armagh for 30 ysars* hnt tbsy vers introduced 
by Gpvexsor Murtajh after a ast of totally 
unimportant keys were found on e prisoner. 

Xn ths four years sines the searches began, 
two. things have bssn found on vimnln; e £5 
note and a botUs of peribme. 

Many of the vianin are on remand, and -while 
thsyre waiting for* their trial they have 
to aeke regular oourt appearances. They 
get searobed e v e ry titte they leave and enter 
the prison, and Ibr a womyn on trial that 
oesna ssarohing twice a day, five; days a 
week. The court sppoarance may only Ikat 
somsihing like twouBimtes* but the aeaTching 
tsKrr place regardlosa. It’s ridicitloaa to 
. soggNit that on these. oeedsiWa the wimmin 
could have < h1**g p* passed id them- they are 
taken from their eellt td court in vans 
with aimed guards •aeo^iing then, and they 
constantly under toe gusud of prison 
tiffiowr*. dbht cons into contact with 
the general pUlAiO at all* but the brutal 
scarehae are still carried out. « 

• Wlmadn in U»e prison are sllo^ to have 

* -visitors and allowed pbysioal ecstact with 
them but -ttiey axent s«ar<Acd at these tinea 

-. vdien it is poeslhle for stuff to be passed. . 
This is why the wlnmin in Aroagih ’believe

At tioss there have been as 
nsny as fift s s n . Vhen you are naked, 
your body is inspected from front and 
rear. A warder tskse hdd of your hands 
and inspects tbs palsM, snd pi oka ^ 
your feet to inspect ths ecles. Xt’o 
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like ac cattle market. Anyone with long 
hair is ordered to gather it up on their 
head. Warders search your hair. Menstru¬ 
ating wlmmin are ordered to remove th^r 
tampons or pads, li a prisoner refuses» 
their sanitary protection is forcibly 
reasoved and inspected, 

Wirnadn who refused the search were 
.beaten, kicked, forcibly strip-searched 
^d left naked on the floor. One girl 
was blindfolded and badly beaten. 

Her legs were forced over her shoulders 
and she was then put on 60 days punisb- 
aent. ” 

This is also catried out on wimmin who 
arent in a ’normal* state of health; 
those who are pregnant, those who have 
recently giv®a birth and those who have 
recently miscarried, , 

It’s a disgusting violation of wimmins 
righth. There are aroiind 25 wimmin in 
the prison at the moment, and they've 
asked several times that a medical officer 
ia present at the searches. This has been 
refused. The Board of Prison Officers has

It was a strange affair - 2nd Novemb¬ 
er Anti-Apartheid demonstration - you 
remember the peaceful rally where the 
xessive police people (or lice or filth, 
certainly not human beings surprisln^y 
similar to myself) attacked we innocent 
protesters;

Maidstone Anirnal Rights Group meets 
in St. Ltikes Church Kail, Foley St. 
Maidstone on the first thursday of 
each month at around 7*50 ish.The 
following Saturday they can usually 
be'found leafletting at the top of 
Earl St, at about li.OOish. 
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In, 197.9, the Soinoza regime was ' toppled, 
in'* ificaragua, by tne populist candanistas, 
and a hugs programme of; literacy projects, 
agricuitural improvements and health care 
programmes initiated.. Previously there was 
little to iniprove the lot of the people, 
and the Somoza regime was just another 
corrupt ’’banana rebublic”. Seven years on, 
and the adult literacy rate. is soaring, 
coffee and other crops are bringing in to 
Nicaragua much needed exchange. 

However this is now under tnreat. Initially 
from what remained of the old Natioral 
G’uard, led by General iinrique Bermudez, 
grew the counter-revolutionary Contras, 
which harass Nicarag?^n peas.ants and put 
in jeopardy the coffee harvests. In the 
last few years however, the Contras nave 
received increasing financial and material 
aid from the Reagan administration,, the 
attacks ae are increasing and escalating 
to outrii^t terrorism. In neighbouring 
Honduras, many C.S. Army, units are station 
ed there, and now thousands more troops and 
equipment are being'moved in, in an out¬ 
right escalation of hostilities, and old 
Uncle Ronnie is aiming to bring the new 
’ adminstration to heel in-Nicaragua. This, 
is just an example of the lengths.to 
which Reagan will go to rid the world of 
what he sees as undesirable govemmeants, 
they are the wrong shade of politics, in 
a word the U.3. is practising a kind of 
■.international heCarthyism, on a grand and 
••dei^s'tablising'/scale. Witness t'ne vast 
.'arrdy'of-U’.S..'bases, in tlUs country, which 
enabled •.the', air-strike on Libya. 

How-much''ofjthe’'said strike was because of 
terrorism,''aiid now much was it due to the 
fact that- .".'Libya is .ostensibly a M^rx-ist 
countiy? I -persorially am not sticking up 
for Libya in any way, killing for any .

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As well as the pickets at Wapping there have been num(^rous .riyinf-, pickets at 'T-;? depots 
around the country.75 pickets delayed the lorries for about 5 hours at the snodland 
oepot and broke 2 lorries’ windows a couple of weeks ago,Lorries were set fire to in 
the Brentwood, Essex depot, destroying 2 of them,Lorries in the Aylesford depot have 
also been attacked with paint,Numerous other bits of direct action against have ■ 

taKen piace,crivers have been attacked and one depot has been forced to move because of 
concerted picketing. 

The papers are usually delivered and left outside newsagents at about 5.00 to 6.00 in 
the morning by unmarked white Oreg transit vans (usually Volkswagen LT45 vans) loads 
of papers have been snatched and spoiled or burnt by activists all over the country. 

The union bureaucracies of the NGA and SCGAT have been trying to. win the dispute via 
legal wrangling (and losing due to the Tories* evil new anti-union laws)and with a big 
publicity camp^gn.They have tried to water down the mass pickets.We need to have « 
masBive, active pickets outside Wapping, pickets prepared to beat the police over T. I T. 
control of the streets, and we need active hit squads taking direct action and sabotage 
in the TKT depots and against the scabs,vans and newspapers.

starving.ethers can. be' short and to 
point,’’Meat is Murder”,’’Peace N^w”', . 
'’Botha-Hitler”stc lam sure you can 
t hi rue of many more. 

Wen graffiti-ing I think there are a 
couple of things we should respect. 
Peoples homes and walls are often in 
good positions but we lose support and 
hassle the very people'we are trying to 
communicate with.It’s no'use spraying 
Freedom Hespeef on someone’s newly 
.painted fence as I once saw, indeed its 
a contradiction.Derelict bailings,bill- 
bboards, vacant walls,car park walls, 
alleye, empty shops and houses,telepho- 
-ne coxeo, subways...§tc are the best 
targets.Its important that we begin to 
graffiti in the centres of our tc-ws 
and cities not just confine it to 

back streets.Take lists ano .get 
message to many more people, ’tuf the

inairi pedestrian ways, road a, shopping and 
parking areas.In the centres stencils 
are a good idea.They sa.y the same but 
in a smaller space.Repeat them in gaps 
between shops,stairways,pillars,backs 
of road signs,electricity boxes etc. 

Stickers are another way, there are 
some good ones about to go on lamp 
posts,road signs at eye level, also 
inside phone boxes,on windows,next to 
the wording on signs.flyposting may 
need a bit more organisation but adds 
photos and colour to the message!they 
often say more too. 

Individuals can do a lot, just remem—-. 
-ber when your next out and tberes a 
chance of walking home late or early 
in the morning take a spray can with 
you and stickers etc.A lot of ground 
can be covered and push bikes axe an 
advantage you can pre-plan the areas 
j ^d walls and in the 
p -hour, the message can get home to 
many more people*Above all BE

Wedge is in their attachment to the 
Labour Party. 

Okay,we all admit the Tories are 
shits. No doubt about it. However the 
Lahore Party is no logical ^temative 
for young people. Think about it. Let*s 
have an alternative look at the Labour 
Party,shall we? The IP’s leader,Neil 
Kinnock is a scab. During the Miners ^ 
Strike he refused to condemn Police 
violence against pickets and mining 
communities.

You ^owj'^ote for us 
and when we get in we *11 give you what 
you want.** Let us look at just one 
issue,nuclear disarmament,(a popular one 
amongst yoting people) to show what they 
actually do in practice. Naive GNDers 
please note. 

It was the Labour government of 1946-51 
who ordered the develoiancnt of ‘Britain’s 
Bomb*. When CND became popular in the late 
»508-early *608,to gain credibility,the 
hypocrites supported it. At the 1964 Gen¬ 
eral Election'they promised to unilateral¬ 
ly disarm,if they got into power. When they 
did they showed themselves worthy by.. .wait 
for it...not disarming after all but by 
developing Polaris missiles instead1 Over 
the next few years Labour’s support for 
CKD changed with'the nations. The last thing 
for disarmament they did,whilst in power, 
was in 1978,when they made top secret plans 
to renew Britain’s nuclear weaponry, the 
Chevaline Project. Heard enough.yet? 

Red Wedge may make great music Wt don’t 
be fooled into supporting the Labour Party. 
They are no alternative to the Tories. Okay, 
they may not be as bad but as a political 
party their aim is government.
